Euro Lags at Starting Gate but Bettors DonH Fret 

Mixed Results Don’t Meet Expectations Central Bank Worries About Currency

LONDON — Ulunebed on a wave of 
euphoria six weeks ago wiA hopes of 
challen ging Ae dollar's dominance m 
Ae global economy, Ae euro has turned 
A a mixed performance, weakened by 
renewed economic difCculties in 
Europe but still showing a strong him of 
loog-tenn potential 

The euro has drifted sieadily lower 
against Ae dollar, confounding wide- 
spread predictions that its value would 
strengthen as international mvestors 
rushed to tntild holdings commensurate 
wiA' Euroland’s share 'bf thU glob^ 
economy. 

The euro closed at $1.1296 on Friday 
in New York, up from .$1.1228 on 
Thursday, but down fixun a hi^ of 
$1.1337 CM) Jan. 4. 

At the same time, however, Ae euro 
has attracted a surge of tniaest foooi 
goYenunents, mtemational institutions 


and corporations that are eager to bor- 
row to the new cunrn^ and tiiereby 
claim a place u what tfa^ expect wiU 
become a dynamic capital market 
second only to* Wall StreeL 

These bcOTOwers have raised a total of 
194 bilikui euro so far this year, and Ae 
euro outdistanced Ae doUm to account 
for more than half of all mtemational 
boirawmgs m January. 

Significantly, Ae euro’s relative 
wearness had not impeded the bonow- 
mg boom because nu»t of Ae bonds are 
being sold to European mvestors. who 
are now ^le to cho^ hum a vast range 
of credits while- sAying in Aeir 
mestic cuxiaury. 

"So far, the cuirency price has dis- 
appointed.” said Jim O’Neili, currency 
an^yst at Goldman, Sachs & Co. m 
London. But in terms of its potential to 
become a major reserve curreucy, "Ae 
euro’s been a very successful t^g so

Hie decision opais die door A tens of 
thousands of Qiijiese residents, and it 
supersedes Chinese laws that make it 
very Afficult for mainland people a 
move A Hong Kong.

BAGHDAD (Reuters) — Iraq 
told Kuwait and Saudi .Arabia on 
Sunday to stop letting U.S. and 
British military aircraft use Aeir 
bases to patrol Ae no-flighi zone in 
souAem ftaq and threatened to re- 
taliate if they foiled to do so. 

"You are now involved m an 
aggr^ve war that Ae peoples of 
SauA Arabia and Kuwait have no 
interest in, but America and Zion- 
ism do,” said a statement issued 
after a meeting of top Iraqi officials 
led by President Saddam Hussein. 

"We are able to target sources 
and means of aggression, and from 
anywhere it is launched,’ ’ Ae state- 
ment said.

Politicians Fear a New Wave of Relentless Digging Into

WASHINGTON — The aftershocks 
of the UspeacbmeAt of Presideat Bill 
(^toQ are already being felt by politi- 
cians, who fear that Ammca is entering 
an era in which their piivate lives vi^ 
draw more intense scrutiny resnUing in 
more embairassing disclosures than ever 
before. 

Dozens of candidates and strategists 
at the local, state and national levels 
have expressed concern that the political 
climate wrought by the White House 
scandal has set the tone for a sullied 
discourse in the presidential and con- 
cessional elections next year. Alr^y, 
there are examples of information that 
was once considered private potentially 
being injected into campiugns: 
elhiM possible Republican resi- 
dential candidates — former VicePres- 
ident Dan Quayle, foimer Governor 
Lamar Alexander of Tennessee and 
Governor Geoige Bush ofTexas have 

felt obl^ed to declare publicly that they 


have been iaidifn] to their wives. 

• InHuential coxteervatives have 
vow^ to raise, and keep alive, qnesticms 
about candidates’ private lives, william 
B«uiect, the coosavative author and 
fonner Question secretary, is traveling 
the nation warning Rqmblican presi- 
dential prospects, ‘ ‘If adultery is part of 
your bagg^. forget it.” And die Rev- 
erend Louis Sheldon, whose Traditional 
Values Coalition claims a membership 
of 40/100 evangelical chuidtes, said he 
would insist that presideiUxal candidates 
answer his questions about tfadr sexual 
pasts. 

• Several politicians said what they 
viewed as an intensified intrusion into 
their (uivate lives had led them to dunk 
twice about running in the first place. 
Mr. Bush, for one, said wonies about 
charges that irnght be made up ^ut his 
past, accurate or not, and the rqw- 
cussions for his family were weighing 
heavily on him as he decided whetiwf to 
seek the Republican nominatioiL Steve 
Forbes, the millionaire publisher who 
soi^ht the presidency in 19M and has

Acrimony or Accord? 

Idealism in Public Belies a Political Gulf

WASHINGTON — The official word 
from President BUI Clinton and con- 
gressional leaders in the aftermath of the 
impeachment vote was that the time had 
come to boiy foe hatdiei and work to- 
gether on inuxirtaat policy issues. 

But out of camera range, many in the 
White House snd foe Capitol srid Friday 
the bad blood was so pervasive, foe 
ideological divisions so vast and the 
political interests so disparate that they 
TOubted productive bridges could be 
buUt between Mr. Clinton and foe Re- 
publican Congress. 

Republicans were st^ by foe repot 
last week that Mr. Clinton planned to 
seek political retribution in the next elec- 
tions against those who impeachi^ him 
and iri^ to drive him tom office. 

’’That doesn’t sound like reconcili- 
atioa and progress to me,” said Senator 
Trent Lott of Mississippi, foe Repub- 
lican leader. “That sounds like revenge 
and politics. Then be says, ‘You can trust 
me on Social Security.’ Yeah! Ub- 
hub!” 

A top Republican legislative 
strategist, speaking on the conditim of 
anonymity, said: “1 don't think foe pres- 
ident has any interest in achieving solu- 
tions in foe next two yrars^'-^-'^^ 
“Electing Gore piesi^l and a 
Democratic House ivould be vindication 
for him, and that's what be will focus

A White House official who also uir- 
sisted on anonymity said that while some 
of foe president’s advisCTS foought he 
should seek compronuses this year with 
l^ublicans on mvisive issues like So- 
cial Security retirement benefits.

Fined $10 Million, American’s Pilots Ease Off

DALLAS < — Amoican Airlines fUght can- 
cellations were down to a miarter of the daily 
schedule Sunday as more pilots ended a protest 
following a $10 million fine from a federal 
judge for ignoring a back-to-wc^ order. 

Amoican, foe world’s second-largest aidine 
in terms of annual passenger distances traveled, 
said 537 flights were grounded out of a schedule 
of 2,250.

Fatal Police Fire in Russia Focuses Fury on Gangs

SAMARA, Russia — In a nation where fow 
majra crimes are solved, what people believe to 
have happened after a violent tocid^ frequently 
tells more about life than fee official version& 

A case to point is the reaction to an explosive fixe 
Wednesday . dial destroyed a regioiial police 
headquarters in this Volga city, IdUing at 60 
pMpte, according to officials, and wiping out the 
city^s aimmal sieves. 

Officials said that arson was a possitolity but that 
an accident was as likely a cause. No one seems to 
believe thaL Many pet^le in Samara feinV arson 
was the cause. Th^ reqxuise is a testament to the 
grip of dime. 

“How can people be co&vhreed odsexwise?” 
asked Yelena Pustotina, an expert on gang crime. 
“They see criminals everywhere. They see that 
none are ponifeed. They ^*1 believe fee police. 
Why should dresr? The anth^ties are always say- 
ing they are craaaag down on crime, aod ootiiiog 
has oocire of iL” 


On Saturday, this sad and sk^itical Voltf River 
industrial city moumed the victiiDS of fee fire.

How to Be Gruntled, Kempt and Couth

W ASHINGTON — fa woidplay 
yoQ can sometimes get word on- 
(tetBtanding. Phrases like “If v^et- 
arians eat vegetables, what do human- 
itiffians eat?" and “Why do we pnt 
sohs in a garment bag and pot gaiments 

in a suitcase?” have been fen^ftirinp 
about the Internet. 

Soch doubie-entendres can be fanny. 
Fot exanmle, mro meanings of are 
the basis for die line “Is it mie catmibals 
dm't eat clowns iw^ nse tfa^ taste 
funny?” Becaose season has several 
meaning we can ask, “If xt*s tourist 
season, why can’t we shoot them?”

The word to be examined today is 
treated in a siinilarly thought-provok- 
ing jdirase: “How come you don’t ever 
hear about grumled enqiloyees?*’ 

Those of ns in the cMn da f"i«;>n gff P^g 
dodge rely heavily on “disgruntled 
fbnner en^oyees” for leaks, tips 
other often-slanderous leads; in grat- 
itnde, we change their designation to 
the xmMe upbeat whistle-blower. But 
they are sumy in a state of disgnmtle- 
ment, and die time has come to get to 
the bottom of the word. 

It btt;ins with grunts. These are the 
short, de^, guttmaj sounds made by 
bogs, es^ially when eating. The 
word seeks to imitate the sontad; a 
Roman fanner was probably respon- 
sible for the Latin gru/urv, **to grunt; to 
sound like a rooting or git*iy 
cow.” 

Gruntle is what lexicogrtqihers call 
a frequentive, a verb that describes 


rqieated or recmrent action. (Some 
call it “frequentative,” but they need 
{Rwentive. not preventative, medi- 
cine.) The frequentive of wrest is 
wrestle; of prate, prattle; of spark, 
sparkle; and the fr^nentive of gnmt 
is gruntle. 

The Oxford English Dictionary 
defines gruntle as grumble, mnr- 
mur, complain,” and cites a 1589 ser- 
mon by Robert Bruce: “It becomes us 
not to have our hearts here gruntting 
upon this earth.” 

Ifaynes Goddard of Gtnriniwti 
writes to suggest that die verb <&- 
gruntle means deprive rftheop- 
poitmiity to register dissatisfacticm ara 
complaint” : — that is, to deny the re- 
■ lease of a good, k>nd gnmt, and drorelv 
to make the would-be grootla suUeo. 
We don’t know; the mysterioosly 

lists disgruntle as ippearing in 1682 
and niMnmg **fo put fato suDcy dis- 
satisfaction or ill humor.” You might 
think that if the old gruntle meant 
“conmlain,” then disgruntle would 
mean “to stopfrtmi cooqplaining,” but 
iaimnage is not always logicaL 

However, thanks to a comic writer, 
gruntled — having died as obsolete — 
has indeed made it bade into die dic- 
tionaries. P.G. Wodehoose, creator of 
Jeeves, wrote, in his 1938 “Code of die 
Woosten,” “If not actually iSs- 
gruntled, be was far from being 
gruntled." The OED and MOTiam- 
Websmr list that play on a word as a 
back-foimatioD from tUsgruntle, and 
the word gruntle is bom ngain — 
meaning “d> pnt in a good humor.” 
Wodehoose bra answered the comedic 
question. There are, indeed, gruntled 
employees.

While we’re at it, and to save each 
other mail, let’s lode at the hummoos 
use of couth and kempt, wordpl^ on 
uncouth and ill kempt. 

As the curr e n t Tnillenirimn b^an, 
kempt meant “cooibed.” Such per- 
sonal tidiness was not always taken to 
be a poshive: “If a man have a kempt 
hed,^ John Wydif warned young 
women in 1380, “thanne he is a lec- 
cheioas man.” ^Hiat «wne suspi- 
ciously slicked-down hair gave rise fa 
the pejoratiye city slicker.) m the 16di 
century, kempt divided into ill kempt 
(slobs a girl could trust) and well 
Awnpf,asin James Joyce’s “Ulysses”: 
“a weDkoqrt head, new-barttered” 
and still lechexons. Today, die seldcan- 
used kempt is neutral, as if with hair 
hastily combed tiie fingers. 


A lso a thousand years sffio, couth 
meant “known, familiar” and Jin- 
couth was “m^nown, foreign, 
strange” (as the admonitioa to young 
womm lata* went, “uncouth, un- 
Idssed”)* Couth faded out, but was 
back-fbnned and bom a gain, tfianlrs tO 
Max Beerixrfim in 1896. It was pop- 
ularized in a fanny line delivered a 

shrewd dnmb-blond character, played 
by Jody HoUi^y in Gars<» lunin’s 
1946 “Bom Yesterday.” When crit- 
icized ber overbearing lover as un- 
couth, ^ rqilied, “I’m every bit as 
coudi as you are!” 

Thanks to the comic spirit of lan- 
guage, we still have couth, kempt and 
gnmtled. Ijke a stand-up cometfian on 
a sit-down strike, I am stQl woddng at 
186300 miles pa second on the cos- 
mological-lingnistic question “So, 
what^ the sp^ cd dark?”

Teacher Crisis 
Loo m s in U.S.

W ASHINGTON — Amid rising enroUmenis and a 
surge in teacher retirements, die United Strues is 
heading into a decade of teacher sbonages tbu 
could severely test the mettle and ingenuity of 
die nation’s schools, educators say. Shoreses are so bad in 
parts of the United States, and particularly in some subject 
areas, that recruiters are acting almost like sports a gents , 
offering bonuses and entering into low-key bidding wars. 

In Baltimore, liew teachers who buy homes in the city can 
get $5,000 grants. New York City setiool officials have gone 
as far afield as Aostria and Spain to hire teachers. An Dlinois 
program provides $5,(XX) anmmi scholaish4is to cctilege 
students who agree to teach five years in schools with hi^ 
poverty rates and poor achievement scores. 

Acrording to Education Secretary Richard Riley, 2.2 million 
new teachers will be needed in the next decade, officials at 
the U.S. Dqiartmeat of Education speak of being “jolted” by 
the enormous chaUenge of finding them. 

Shmtages are espemally acute in some poor rural areas and 
big cities. More afnueni ^tricts, particularly in the suburbs, 
have fewer problems in recruitiirig teachers althou^ some 
have struggltti to find qualified teachers in mathematics, 
science and special education. 

The student bocHn, which began more than a decade ago as 
the so-caUed echo boomers (the children of baby boomers) 
came of school age, is eiqiected to continue for at least 10 
years. This is particularly true in fast-growing Western and 
Southern states. California, for instance, will need to recruit 
250,000 teachers in the next decade. 

In addition, more titan a million teachers are close to 
retirereeat nge nationwide. 

Some school systems have had to send administrators into 
the classromns, at least tenqioratily, while others have 
induced letiiing teachers to stay on. More than half of all 
school districts in the United Stales say they n^ mcoe 
elementary teachers. Almost everywhere, there ate classes 
bei^ tan^t by people who lack fall certification fx tiieir 
subj^ matter. Oo^oarter of high school teachers lack 
college majors or minors in the fields they teach. 

The fiscal year 2000 budget unveiled recently by President 
Bill Clinton envisions spending $200 million on the second 
phase of a plan to hire 100,000 new teachers across the 
couiitry over seven years. The new teachers are intended 
primarily to reduce class sizes, not to cope with larger 
enm llmCT ts Mr. Clinton also wants states and school districts 
to reduce tiie pn^ition of teachers who lack college mricHS 
or mmbrs in the subjects fo^ teadi, winch would not help 
mfh' the loomii^ sbCHlages. 

Economic and social factms are also driving the shortages. 
Teachi^, for imtance, was once considered a woman’s 
profession. Many women pursued careers in education sinqily 
because they few other opportunities. Bnt today other

With Crunch at Home, British Universities Look Overseas

Using every tecbiiqne fron distance leanring QOt- 
rn^drara or the Internet to joint decree programs widi 
amliated institutions overseas, British universities are teach- 
ing more and more foreign students where tbt^ live. 

The number of foreign students taldng British oniversi^ 
courses overseas has ej^oded from alni^ nothing 15 years 
ago to well over 100,000 today and is fast approichiiig the 
200.000 foreigners who actually matriculate in Britain. 

The type of program varies widely, and some academics 
question whether a d^iee earned overseas is as good as one 
obtained in Britain. But the trend aroears likety to grow, 
inspiring imitatitHi by umversities in omer major countries. 

“Australia and the U.K. are indeed maiket leaders, and the 
majority of developed indostiial economies will follow Aeir 
lead during the next 5 to 10 years,*’ said a recent report 
entitled “*nie Internationalization of Higher Education.*' 1^ 
Paul BenneU. for the Institute of Develcqptnent Studies at the 
University of Sussex in Brighton. 

The reasons ^ the growtii are simple. Foreiga students are 
a vital source of income at a time when domestic fuDding is 
under so much strain that the British government this year 
introduced fees of £1,000 ($1,632) a year f<»' students. 

“There’s a resource crunch in higher edacation," said 
Keith Williams, director of academic devek^rment at die 
Open University, Britain's first and largest virtual universiQr. 
“It’s pushing people to look toward more flexible means of 
provi»oD to expand higher education.''

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Asians Redefine British Boarding School

ANGKOK — Gen- 
erations of British 
aristocrats and em- 
pire builders 
shipped their children home 
10 study at an elite coterie of 
costly boarding schools fit- 
mous Ibr bland food and a 
rigorous classical educatitxL 

Now. however, parents in 
Asia can save on Ac airfare 
but still get a brand-name di- 
ploma thanks to several over- 
seas franchises opened in the 
last few years. 

Harrow School, Dulwich 
College and Winchester Col- 
lege now have des to schools 
in Southeast .Asia that claim 
to offer the tradilitml British 
boarding school experience 
while upholding identical 
academic standards of the 
parem school for a fnution of 
(he price. 

Students at the six-month- 
old Harrow International 
Schov.ll sport straw boater hats 
similar to those worn at the 
school's 427-yuar-old name- 
sake. but instead of playing 
games on verdant cricket 
pitc.he$, they kick around soc- 
cer bulls in an empty concrete 
parking lot near central 
Bangkok. 

"The brims are not quite as 
siilf as those made in Eng- 
land,' ' said the school's head- 
master. Stuart Morris. "We 
have had our initial troubles, 
but we do intend to be a good 
deal more than just another 
international school. The Har- 
row name is our trump card.” 
Thailand's economic 


bubble buist just as plans for 
the school got onder w^, 
bankrupdng die ori^nal in- 
vestors and sendmg the 
school from fields ontride die 
c^tal into unused co mm er- 
cim space adjoining a con- 
domminm near central 
Ban^cok. 

For now die school has 170 
studei^, 75 paotat of whom 
are Thai, and ootte of whom 
boards. In the next few

Mr. Moms said his sdiool, 
at abont 300.000 baht 
($8,105) per year, costs about 
one thiro diat of Hruiow in 
Britain. Ceitain stodeaits, be 
added, will even find that his 
school has advantages over 
its British counterpart. ”We 
concentrate very much on sci- 
ence and marharnaries T rinn*t 
know how mudi Mandarin or 
Japanese Harrow ofiens,”

EU Pilot Projects Teach Self-Esteem and Job Skills

'Ihis leaves two optims, ac^oidiDg to Robert CaizoneL 
director of a second ehanr^ school in Mtusealle. ‘*Eltber yon 
leave them on the mar^ns of society and condemn them to a 
permanently precarious existence, which in any event will 
nave a cost for society, oryoa give them die m«ana to get back 
CD dae track.** 

The problem has preoccupied Edith Cresson ever since she 
was imme minister of France under President R^cois Mit- 
tenand. Now the Bmt^ean commissioner for education and 
research, she has jput commission resotnees, expertise and 
some limited funding behind die second chance schools, one 
of the priorities of htt five-year mandate. 

The schools work under the premise that what failed 
students the first time round is unlucely to motivaie Ae 
second time eidier. So di^ look for elastic, innovative teach- 
ing methods — ai^diing, in fact, that woiks. 

In Maiseille’s tough nradieni district, for exanrole, where 
youth unemployment rises above SO pocent, students learn 
Erendi by writing aplay and petfonning rap songs. Tb^ learn 
about coasters Inputting together th& own Web site, lley 
absorb pcinc^les of mathematics and |Aysics by bnil^g a 
momitaiji bOre from scratch. Th^ learn about luology, det 
and faeatdi engaging in maradirai runniog and other sports. 

These are aU projects thk require mcxidis of wc^ enabling 
students for the first time to concentrate on long-tenn projects 
with a definite goal at the end. 

Another important factor is diat die schools recruit the best 
teachers, not me worst — people who know how to instill 
motivation and craifidence — and have a high ratio of teachers 
to students, hfr. Gaizunel stressed that second chance did not 
mean second-rate.

iKeeping More Children in School 

Developing Nations Devise Ways to Trim ‘Jfhste’ 
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By Edward B.'FUke 

W HEN Guatemalan educators set out in the early 
1990s to iaqaove the teaching of Mayan-qieak- 
ing children in rural areas, tb^ faced a donble- 
e(%ed prtrtilem. Not only were low numbers ^ 
such pupils enrolling in primaiy schools, many of those who 
did enroll were eidi^ drop ping out or iqieatiDg grate. 
Schools, in short, were wastingptecions resources on students 
who were not gnuiuating in a tmely fashion. 

■ To cranbat what has come to be known as the problem of 
^*wastage,” the government in 1990 adopted a “child- 
centered*’ approt^ to primary schooling. Teachers were 
langlit to tnanajge multi-grade classrooms and to engage 
students in “active learning.’’ Blackboards were taken do^ 
from front walls and carved up into for ea^ pupl, and 
sndent wrak began to appear on classroom walls. 

Nearly a decade later, Guatemala had increased not the 

number of Mayan-q)eakmg c^dren awtmding school but also 
the proportion who were graduatmg fix years later. According 
-to government figures, 54 percent of fiik graders in the New 
Mdti-Giade School are now leaclmig the fifrh grade, com- 
pared with only 25 percent in a control groip of schools. 

The search for ways to prevent wast^ involves educators 
in developing countries and intemationa! agencies 
assisting tiiem. “Redncing wastage is one of our major 
priodte,** said I^dber Bmtecfaer, directo r of t he Global 
% Program on Education for All ctf UNICEF in Paris.

NHL Bids Adieu 
To Sacred^ Rink 

Leafs Fly From Garden, 
Leaving History Behind

T oronto — How do 

you chan^ a light bulb 
in the National Hock^ 
League? hockey phi- 
losophers say. Bring the new 
bulb to Maple Leaf Gardens 
leave it at center ice. The 
bulb will screw itself into die 
socket because die entire 
hockey universe revolves 
arcraui the Gard^. 

Although the joke lam- 
poons Toronto's hockey self- 
importance and the wide- 
spread veneradon of the 
league's oldest arena, the end 
of the punch line was true 
Saturday night when the 
NHL's brightest spotlight il- 
luminated the Gardens for its 
final league game. As was the 
case on opening night, in 
1 9.^ 1 . the Maple Leafs played 
the Chicago Blackhawks. 

Beivi'cen those tvro games 
were almost seven deca^ of 
lore, much of it glorious, 
some of it notorious. First 
came years of elegance and 
triumph, when the Gardens, 
like the old Montreal Forum, 
was likened to a church for 
Canada's secular religion. 
Conn Smyihe. a former mil- 
itary man, built the place and 
rul^ it with an authoritarian 
hand. Back then, his buiJdi^ 
housed his chanmionship 
teams and exuded Canada*s 
distinctive patriotism. 

Later came decades of de- 
cay. not in the building's in- 
frastructure, but throughout 
its spirit. By then the GaSdens 
was conuolled by an e(«nt- 
ric robber baron and the'staff 
included a few employees 
who brought upon it a scandal 
diat wi 11 forever sully its repu- 
tation. 

Built of 750,000 yellow 
bricks and 77,500 bags of ce- 
ment, located approraiately 
on a street call^ ^urch. 
Maple Leaf Gardens has 
15,726 seats that rise steely 
from ice level in sight 
idea] for faock^.. Typn^ of 
arenas of its era. it is buili bn a 
human scale, with easy access 
from bustling downtown 
sidew^ks. Conmared with 
the score of new 1990s arenas, 
the Gardens is what hocloey 
people coll an “old ban." 


teams into one of its be^ , 
As Diydtt in^cated, O- 
nadians have experienced the 
Gardens throu^ ‘'Hockey 
hHght in Canada," a Saturday 
ni^t television show that 
made the Maple Leafs the 
home team for EngUsfa-^ieak- 



“The buildiiig itself is ce- 
ment," said Pat Quinn, die 
coach of the Leafs and a 
former Toronto player. *‘But 
the people who have passed 
through have made it a glor- 
knisplaoe." 

Along with bock^ stars. 
Maple Leaf fiarrii»n^ wel- 
comed membeis of British 
royalty, Muhammad Ali, four 
B^tlte, one popG^ various 
polidciaiis — iWuding 
stonOiun^ — and all sorts 
of sports. 

It was (he sitt of die Na- 
tional Basketiiall Associ- 
ation's first game: New Yortc 
Knickerbockers versus 
Toronto Huskies, Nov. 1, 
1946. In the 19^ Stanley 
Cup finals, the Rangers 
played two “home" games 
here because the circus 
evicted them from Mathsoa 
Squw Garden. 

This week, the Maple 
Leafs will open the Air 
rjnaria Center, a sparkling 
new arena appropriate for a 
booming city hllra with glit- 
tering buildings. With its 
18,800 seats for hockey, not 
to mention lots of loxury 
boxes, it will be in harmoi^ 
with an expanding league in 
the 21st century. But the last 
of the NHL's “dd six'’ aren- 
as fmn its era of gestation 
will stand abandoned 

“The vast majoriQr of Ca- 
nadians have never been in- 
side Maple Leaf Gardens, bat 
they have been in M^le Leaf 
Gardens in their imagiiia- 
tion," Ken Diyden recently 
told The Natitml Post 
“They have been diere on ra- 
dio. have been there on 
television. And they tinag^ 
what it is like." 

Dryden, the former 
Montreal of 

the 1970s, was critical of 

I £sfs mv nefship nnrf managfe - 

ment in books he wrote during 
the 1980s. Now, in less than 
two seasons as presideac of 
the Maple Leafs, he has turned 
one of die league’s woist 




ing fans from Newfoundlaiid 
to British Columbia. Before 
television, “Hock^ Night" 
ffinTift over the radio thronj^ 
the voice of Foster Hewittu 
only in their mind’s fans 
could set die players of 
Smythe's team, who wore 
over their beans on their blue 
and white sweaters — not jer- 
seys. in Canada — the maple 
leal symbol chat later beca^ 
part of the national flag. 

One who remembers is 
Peter Jennuigs, the news an- 
chor for the ABC televisioa 
network. He recalled how his 
fafoer, a journalist for the Ca- 
nadian Broadcasting Corp., 
hock him to Leafs gamtt and 
let him climb aromid in He- 
witt's famous “gondola," a 
broadcast booth. Jennings re- 
called bow the Gardens nsed 
ro host icli^ous revival meet- 
ings. Th^ were in tone, Jeo- 
oings saiA with the ^nrii of 
what was then a pnm and 
provincial ci^. Saturday 
ni^t was hockw night, b^ 
cause blue laws foitade Sun- 
day games. “Toronto the 
Good," Jennings said, recall- 
ing one of the city’s old nick- 
names. “Toronto the li^- 
eous. Totmto the imermia- 
ably boring." 


A nother menfoer cf 
tile live hockey audi- 
ence then was Jim De- 
vellano, who bought his first 
reason tickets for the 19S8-S9 
season when he was 15 and die 
seats cost $1.50 eadL Al- 
thcn^hehtewoikedforotii- 
er teams and is now the senior 
vice presideoi of the Detroit 
Red wfings, Devellaoo still has 
season dc^ts at die Gaidais, 


which now cost him $48. 

“Tb^ had usherettes in 
the low seats utiu> wore whire 
gloves," Devellaoo said. 
“And the place was ^otless. 
You could eat off tiie floor." 
Smythe used to write letters to 
seas<xi ticket-holders remind- 
ing the men to wear jackets 
and oedeties. No betf was 
sold until 19^. 

“A hockey game there was 
an event," Devellano addfri 
“They had a bend playing. 
They had a piaoie of & 
^ueen ^ the end of the build- 
ing. Very patriotic guy, 
Smy^. You know. British 
Ensure. Before the ^mes, 
the band would play ‘G^ 
Save the Queen." ’ 

Her Majesty even visited 
the place, m 1951, when she 
was still Princess Elizabeth. 
Among the pichires in cat of 
the conidors is one of die 
princess, sitting next to a 
smilii^ Smy^ Beneath it is 
a hiiMing radiator that warms 
the old hallway on ehilty af- 
ternoons. 

The old Madison Sqo^ 
Gaiden in New Yixk, which 
housed the Rangers from die 
time they were founded in 
1927, was replaced by a new 
one in 1968. The od^ rinks 
from that era, all closed or 
denK^ished now, were the 
Forum in Monir^ the De- 
troit Olympia, Chicago Sta- 
rfimn and Boston Garden. 
Gone, gone, gone, memories 
of a time b^ore corporaticKis 
and banks leased die names, 
before the sideboards and 
even the ice surface became 
cluttered with advertising. 

The Leafs won dieir 1 Idi 
and most recent Stanley Cup 


in 1967. By then, the fian- 
rfiiae and ^ sport were in 
transition. Smythe had turned 
the team over to his son and 
otter directors, incloding 
Harold Ballard. By 1971, 
Smythe and his son were dead 
and Ballard full con- 

trol, despite a stay in prison 
for frnanmal frand against the 
Gardens. After his release, 
Ballard ruled tiie building 
tfarongb the next two decades, 
until ms death in 1990. 


W HEN . Enropean 
players became 
n^e nuznerotts, 
Ballard insulted them, includ- 
ing Swedish players on his 
own team. He refused to al- 
low touring Soviet teams to 
play on his ice and he told his 
management not to hire Rus- 
sians. 

Anotha former hock^ 
star. Red Kelly j^yed for tte 
Leals and later coached them. 
Of the Ballard ^ he once 
said, “It was as if a bunch of 
pirates has taken over.** Dur- 
ing tte Ballard years, critics 
nicknamed the team “tiie 
Mi^ie Laughs" and called 
their rit^ “Make-Believe 
Gardens.'* Bm even the 
harshest did not realize bow 
shabby things really were. 

Those reveiarioos began in 
1997, about men who worked 
in the Gardeos and operated a 
sex ring that {xeyed on young 
boys, bribing them with tick- 
ets and sonvaiirs. -Tlie indlr. 
dents are alleged 1o have oc- 
emred over three decades. 
One Kcnsed peqxtza^ was 
convicted and is serving jail 
time; anotfaa, an nsher who 
nsed to gnaid the dressing-
